Other 
union spokesmen said the unit sev- 
ered its financial relations with the 
A. F. of L. and voted to use the 


Definitely Aligned to C.. O. 
The steel workers’ organizing 
committee, which precipitated an 
open fight with steel workers’ em- 


gie-Illinois Steel Corporation, 
the action “definitely aligned the 
aluminum workers with the Lewis 
forces, which have set outto organ- 
ize the mass production industries.” 
The committee said the aluminum 
local had placed its funds with it 
for safe keeping. 

Indication that the aluminum 
union’s break will lead to a court 
fight came from David Williams, 
A. F. of L. representative in Pitts- 
burgh, who annotinced: “I have 
asked permission of William Green 
and the Executive Board of the Fed- 
eration to go into court to compel 
the officers of the local to account 
for their funds.”

STEEL RAGES PAY 


Increase Affects 111,000 
Hourly, Tonnage and 


Concern. 


FORTY-HOUR WEEK; | 
EXTRA FOR OVERTIME 


Philip Murray of CIO 
and President of U. S. 
Steel Discuss Pay Rises— 
Conference Wednesday.

PITTSBURGH, March 6. — The 
Carnegie-Hlinois Steel Corporation 
announced tonight a 10 cents an 
hour increase for hourly, tonnage 
and piecework employes, effective 
March 16. The raise affects skilled 


and semi-skilled workers. The work 
week was set at 40 hours. 

The announcement was made to 
a grievance committee of the corpo- 
ration’s employe representation 
group which has been conferring 
two days with the management. 
Committeemen said the raise will 
apply to about 111,000 of the con- 
cern’s 120,000 workers. 

On Tuesday the company an- 
nounced a raise of 10 cents an hour 
for common labor, which had been 
receiving 42% cents, and said an 
adjustment would be made for the 
higher paid men. Approximately 
7 per cent of the workers are in 
this common labor bracket. 

The company also agreed “for the 
present” not to hire any additional 
men in order to avoid payment of 
overtime for those working over 40 
hours a week. Employes now are 
averaging 42 hours a week, and the 
company agreed to pay time and a 
half for all work over 40 hours, 

Carnegie-Illinois, producing ap- 
proximately 30 per cent of the coun- 
try’s steel, usually sets the pace for 
the rest of the industry in both 
prices and wages. 

Murray Talks With Irvin. 

The question of the amount of a 
raise for workers other than com- 
mon labor, came up today at a 
meeting between Philip Murray, 
chairman of the Steel Workers’ Or- 
ganizing Committee and William 
Irvin, president of the United States 
Steel Corporation, parent concern 
of Carnegie-Ilinois. 

Murray was understood to have 
suggested a flat increase of 10 cents 
an hour would be an easier way to 
settle the question. The two were 
discussing aetails of a meeting next 
Wednesday of a joint committee of 
union and company representatives. 

This committee is to draw up a 
written agreement on working cun- 
ditions, application of wage rates, 
hours, rules and a method of ad- 
justing disputes which might arise 
from the recent agreement in which 
the company recognized the steel 
workers’ committee as a collective 
bargaining agency for its members. 

News of the Murray-Irvin meet- 
ing was withheld until tonight. 

Under the new scale a common 
laborer now receiving 52% cents 
an hour makes $25.20 for a 48-hour 
work week. If he continues to 
work 48 hours, as the company in- 
dicated he would, his pay would 
amount to $37.50, 
overtime.

FATAL AIR GRASH LAD

United Line Says Displaced 
Microphone Jammed Con- 
trols, Causing Death of 11.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 6.— 
Controls jammed by a freakish ace | 
cident caused a United airliner to 
plunge into San Francisco Bay 
Feb. 9, with a loss of 11 lives, offi- 
cials of the line announced today. 

A cémpany statement said in- 
vestigators had determined Co- 
Pilot Joseph de Cesaro’s radio 
microphone apparently fell into the 
right “control column,” locking the 
elevator controls and making it im- 
possible for Pilot A. R. Thompson 
to bring the big ship out of a grad- 
ual descent. 

In a statement released through 
S. A. Stimpson, district traffic’ man- 
ager, United officials revealed the 
evidence which prompted the in- 
vestigating committee to make a 
unanimous report as to the cause 
of the accident. 

“Reconstruction of the accident,” 
the statement said, “shows that 
the co-pilot’s microphone dropped 
into the space between the right 
seat rail supporting casting and 
the right control column in such a 
manner as to lock the elevator con- 
trols with the contro! column slight- 
ly forward of the neutral position. 

“The casing of First Officer Jo- 
seph Decesaro’s microphone was 
broken and the angle ring forming 
the frame of the microphone case 
had been squeezed by heavy pres- 
sure.

Defenders Now Surround

MADRID, March 6.—The EI Par- 
do sector, northwest of Madrid, 
was the scene of heavy fighting 
tonight, with the insurgents mak- 
ing their third attack in 24 hours 
in ‘the Madrid area, Government 
guns bombarded insurgent posi- 
tions, and enemy guns replied with 
counter-battery fire. An insurgent 
air raid in the El Pardo area 
added to the din. . 

Earlier today Government forces, 
by a suddent thrust, dislodged the 
enemy from a series of trenches 
on the western side of EI Pardo 
town. Tonight the insurgents 
counter- attacked twice in force, but 
were repulsed. 

While the furious artillery e. 
¢hange roared on the northwestern 
outskirts, General Jose Miaza, 
éommanding all Government forces

Tim central Spain, gave a banquet 


for his officers to celebrate the end 
of the fourth month of the siege of 
Madrid. It was Nov. 6 that the 
onsweep of Gen. Francisco Franco's 
insurgent armies reached the out- 
skirts of the city. ; 

Gen, Miaja proposed a toast to 
an ultimate Government victory and 
urged all elements to co-operate 
with the Socialist regime “so that 
within another four months we 
may have driven the rebels from 
the outskirts of the captial.” 

Hospital Pounded Again. 

Another big section of Clinic Hos- 
pital, where insurgents are forti- 
fied in University City, collapsed 
today under the pounding of Gov- 
ernment artillery. 

The insurgents appear to be los- 
ing their foothold in the huge build- 
ing, where for months they have 
held a commanding position over 
the suburban area at the doors of 
Madrid. ' 

A portion of the building for a 
length of 40 yards and a depth of 
three to four yards crashed in to- 
day’s fighting, crushing an unknown 
number of the garrison, which is 
estimated to number 600 men. 

A portion of the central section 
of the building collapsed three days 
ago, also trapping some of the gare 
rison and exposing part of a base~- 
ment redoubt. 

The hospital, uncompleted when 
the siege began, was to have housed 
2000 beds. It is seven stories high, 
constructed of steel and concrete. 
The framework resisted artillery 
pounding for many weeks, but the 
walls soon were shot to pieces. In- 
surgents once had 1600 men in the 
building, with machine guns mount- 
ed on upper floors. 

A month ago Government militia 
set off two mines under the build- 
ing, causing the collapse of one ex- 
tremity of the structure. Infantry 
troops then swept forward and 
fortified themselves in the ruins, 
where they have maintained posi- 
tions. A third Government mine 
exploded accidentally Wednesday 
night, bringing down the central 
part of the building. 

Insurgents attempted to drive the 
Madrid defenders from the ruined 
end of the building with machine- 
gun fire but Loyalist artillery de- 
stroyed means of access to upper 
stories and forced them to retire 
to the basements.

4 WASHINGTON, March 6.—Demo- 
cratic opponents of President 
Roosevelt's court bill opened to- 
night a series of radio addresses to 
pe continued during the week in 
reply to the Chief Executive's ap- 
peals for the nation’s support in re- 
shaping the Supreme Court. Sen- 
ator Burke (Dem.). Nebraska, 
spoke tonight on the radio attack- 
ing the President's plan. 
Senator Burke in his speech, de- 
clared: No greater disservice was 
ever done to the cause of democ- 
racy than may well result from the 
diligent and surpassingly cunning 
and deceptive program to discredit 
the Supreme Court in the minds of 
the public.” 
He described the opposition cam- 
paign as a move to save democracy. 
Sowing the Wind. 

Quoting the scriptu ural warning: 
„For they have sown the wind, and 
they shall reap the whirlwind,’ 
Burke said the President and Har- 
ry L. Hopkins, WPA Administrator, 
had “sown the wind.” 

Increasing numbers of people, he 
said, were declaring: “We can't 
have everything we want, and as 
quickly as we want it, because the 
courts stand in the way. The 
President says so. Hopkins says 
the same. Then why wait? Away 
with the courts. Out with the 
judges. We will leave it all to the 
President.” 

The President's proposal, Burke 
said, “seems on its face to have 
for its purpose to overpower, awe, 
or influence the Supreme Court.” 
If it should be approved, he said, 
judges in the future would serve 
“with the sword of Damocles in 
plain sight.“ 

“Are the people willing to sur- 
render, in exchange for some sup- 
posed and plausibly presented im- 
mediate advantages, that independ- 
ent judiciary which every great 
student of our democracy has char- 
acterized as its crowning glory and 
strong fortress? 

Rights of the Peeple. 

“T am certain that the people 
themselves want the right to de- 
cide whether, and to what extent, 
additional powers shall be granted 
to any of these departments of Gov- 
ernment. Until the people have de- 
cided that question, I know that 
they want presidents and con- 
gresses, executives and law-makers 
of every class, to do their best with 
the powers they hold. 

“That is all there is to this dis- 
pute about the courts. Shall the 
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by upholding the will of the people 
as expressed in the Constitution, 
3 against encroachment from what- 
ever quarter, no matter how power- 
ful? If so, and surely it is so, 
the people must demand that the 
President be refused the right to

b Supreme Court merely because he 
is dissatisfied with defflsions ren- 
dered and anticipated. 

“We would still have a court, but 
what a travesty to continue to call 
it a Supreme Court. Every judge 

upon such a court would clearly 
realize that no longer could he be 
concerned solely with the exercise 
of judicial power. He would know 
that unless he gave heed to some- 
thing other than the law of the 
case he might find tomorrow a new 
judge at-his side appointed for the 
express purpose of rendering a cer- 
tain kind of decision.”

Supreme Court “Property Minded,” 
Congressman Martin Says. 
WASHINGTON, March 6.—Rep- 
resentative John A. Martin (Dem.) 
Colorado, in a radio address to- 
night said the Supreme Court had 
blocked for a quarter of a century 


legislation designed to correct in- 
dustrial abuses. Martin is chair- 
man of a committee to steer the 
Roosevelt proposal through the 
House. 

“The State of New York passed 
a law, to protect the health of men 
in the bake shops of New York, and 
in 1910 the Supreme Court 
by a 5 to 4 decision held it invalid 
as denying freedom of contract,” 
Martin, said. “The State of New 
York passed a law to protect wom- 
en from sweat shop wages and 
abuses, and in 1935 the Supreme 
Court . . by a 5 to 4 decision 
held it invalid as denying freedom 
of contract.

Trade and Correspondence 
Schools for Convicts Part 
of ‘Rehabilitation Plan. 


CHICAGO, March 6.—State Su- 
perintendent of Prisons Joseph B. 
Ragen reported today that more 
than 1200 convicts in Stateville Pen- 


itentlary are attending classes in 


the vocational and correspondence 
schools. 
“Our men have surprised even 


; the most optimistic of us in their 
- enthusiasm 


for the vocational 
school,” he said. “There are more 
than 700 men enrolled now and we 


are planning added facilities for 


those who are seeking to enroll.” 
The school rooms are in the bése- 


ments of various buildings within 
the 67-acre prison yard. Woodwork- 
ing, printing, electric and automo- 
bile mechanical trades, mechanical 
drawing, salesmanship, public ac- 
counting, poultry husbandry, black- 
smithing, music and barbering are 
taught. 

The correspondence pupils—who 
have frequent classroom sessions, 
too—study a general high school 
course, including French, German, 
Latin and higher mathematics. Six 
hundred are enrolled. 

College-trained instructors teach 
the prisoners. T. J. McNeil, a grad- 
uate of the University of Illinois, is 
director of the vocational school. 
The correspondence school was es- 
tablished seven years ago with Na- 
than Leopold and Richard Loeb, 
the murderers of Bobby Franks, as 
the directors. Loeb was killed in a 
razor fight a year ago. Leopold 


‘now serves as an assistant to Paul 


Fitzgibbons, school director. 

Smaller vocational units have 
also been established at Menard, 
Pontiac and Vandalia penitenti- 
aries.

Now the birthrate is rising in all 
urban centers, but the health or- 
ganizations have failed almost 
completely in the program to pro- 
vide beds, doctors and nurses for 
child-bearing mothers. 

“We must acknowledge,” G. N. 
Kaminsky, people’s .commissar of 
health said, “that we are poorly 
prepared for the great increase in 
the birthrate with which we are 
already faced as a result of the 
government decree forbidding abor- 
tions. We must make up for time 
lost and rectify the position by all 
measures by an enormous effort.” 

He was addressing the first sci- 
entific session of the Institute for 
the Protection of Mother and Child 
called to cope with the birthrate 
problem. 

More because information on the. 
dilemma was provided by the news- 
paper Izvestia, which pointed out

Little Archie let out a notch near 
the end of the fifth lap of the 11 
lap journey to take the lead from 
Cunningham, and setting the pace 
from there until the bell-lap, held 
on to the finish.

Bobbie Grieve, atubby University 
of Illinois sprinter, conquered Eu- 
lace Peacock, Negro star from Tem- 
ple University in the 40-yard dash, 
opening event of the sprint series.

The St. Louis Real Estate Ex- 
change will support the passage of 
a bill introduced in the State Leg- 
islature last week to establish a 
real estate license department for 
the regulation and licensing of real 
estate dealers and salesmen. 

Real estate brokers and salesmen 
would be required to obtain a li- 
cense before engaging in business in 
St. Louis and counties of 25,000 
population. Failure to do so would

Twenty-eight states have real es- 
tate license laws, California having 
taken the lead 20 vears ago. 


School Relief Tax Fund. 


The St. Louis Exchange also has 
indorsed a bill pending in the Leg- 
islature which proposes to create 
a Stdte school tax relief fund.

Construction in Cities. Was 
Moderately Higher, How- 
ever, Than in Like Period 
Last Year. 


Building activity, measured by 
the value of permits issued, while 
lower in January than in Decem- 
ber, was moderately higher than 
in the corresponding month of last 
year, Secretary of Labor Frances 
Perkins announced yesterday. 

“The flood in the Ohio and Mis- 


sissippi valleys during January 
had a marked effect on the build- 
ing permit figures in the afflicted 


areas and tended to pull down the 
national totals,” she said. “This 
is illustrated by the fact that in 
the Ohio and Mississippi Valley 
towns from Pittsburgh to. Mem- 
phis the decrease in the total per- 
mit valuation between . December 
and January amounted to approxi- 
mately 47 per cent, while the de- 
crease for the country as a whole 
was only 18 per cent. This de- 
crease was due to a decline of 30 
per cent in new residential con- 
struction and a decline of 14 per 
cent in new nonresidential con- 
struction. The value of permits 
issued for additions, alterations 
and repairs to existing structures, 
on the other hand, was 7 per dent 
higher than in December. a 
“Compared with the correspond 
ing month of last year, the aggre- 
gate value of buildings for which 
permits were issued in January 
shows an increase of 13 per cent. 
All classes of construction contrib- 
uted to this gain. For home build- 
ing the increase over a year ago 
amounts to 23 per cent, additions, 
alterations and repairs ranks next 
with a rise of 8 per cent and a 
gain of 5 per cent is shown in new 
nonresidential construction.”

The heat in the old hotbed was 
created by the fermentation of 
fresh manure, a thick bed of it be- 
neath the screened soll in which 
the seeds were planted. The first 
day or two the sash was raised in 
order to let surplus heat escape. 
Then the seeds were planted and 
the sash was lowered, 

When we forgot to raise the sash 
on a sunny day, the heat from be- 
low might kill some or all of our 
plants. If we forgot to cover the 
sash with a mat or blanket in a 
sudden cold wave, the heat from 
below might not suffice to keep 
some or all of our plants from 
freezing. 

After the automobile displaced 
stables the hotbed became some- 
what of a problem. It was then 
that the eleeteſe hotbed stepped in 
as answer to the home gardener’s 
prayer. There is nothing novel 
about ee electric hotbed except a 
new heating unit as simple as an 
electric toastef on a large scale. 
Once installed it is there and 
ready to serve year after year at 
any desired temperature as well 
as for a cold frame. No longer is 
there need for purchasing new. heat 
each season and digging the whole 
place deep again and again.

need criticism and correction. One 
little boy could not spell. Every day 
his paper was handed back with 
a column of crosses down the side.

“Nine wrong.” 

Nine words out of 10 wrong. 
Dreadful! Complete failure. “Your 
spelling is simply awful, George 
Johnson. You remain in at recess 
time and write every word 10 
times. Maybe you'll learn to spell 
another one.” : 

Nothing worse than that could 
happen to George Johnson. Of 
all the children in the class, he 
needed encouragement. More than 
any of them he needed the 
teacher’s smile and a word of un- 
derstanding to give him hope of 
a better day.

AFTER WINNING the children’s 
confidence and trust in this way, 
have them tested. If there is no 
possibility of this, get hold of some 
tests and practice giving them, ac- 
cording to directions, until you are 
sure you can give them the right 
way. Don’t he satisfied with one 
test. Keep. giving it, in different 
forms, until you are sure you have 
; the right answer. Fi 4 .

Bruch's First Concerto, not heard 
here for 18 years. . 

The violinist, a recognized virtu- 
oso for the past three decades, last 
appeared with the Symphony three 
years ago. No other artist has been 
as frequent a soloist with leading 
symphonic organizations in the 
country, and this season Spalding 
has 19 such engagements on his 
schedule. His concerts average 140 
a season. ee em pe 

Bruch composed his concerto be- 
tween 1857 and 1866, and made re- 
visions for two years longer, partly 
under the advice of the great vio- 
linist, Joseph Joachim, who also 
advised Brahms in the composing 
of the latter’s famous violin con- 
certo. In its present form, the con- 
certo had its first performance at 
Bremen Jan. 7, 1868, with Joachim 
as soloist, and was immediately ac- 
claimed.

INETTE NEVEU, young 
French violinist now on her 
first American tour, makes her 
St. Louis debut in a Civic Music 
League concert at the Auditorium 
Opera House Tuesday evening. Her 
earlier concerts in the East have 
proved unusually successful, some 
critics denoting her as the greatest 
woman violinist since Maud Powell. 
Miss Neveu, now 17 years old, 
began her study under the tutelage 
of her mother, also an accomplished 
violinist, started winning prizes at 
the age of 9, and at Warsaw two 
years ago added the International 
Violin Contest to her triumphs.

For other Chinese, the studio had 
to have the help of many of the 
West Coast’s prominent Oriental 
citizens, 

Ching Wah Lée, for instance, who 
plays Wang's faithful friend, Ching, 
is editor of the Chinese Digest; 
William S. Law is a Chinese busi- 
ness man of San Francisco and 
commuted to Hollywood by plane; 
800 Yong, who plays the Ancient 
Mistress, holds two college degrees 
and was working on a Ph. D. when 
she signed a contract. 

Miss Rainer, winner of the Acad- 
emy award for acting, on her per- 
formance as Anna Held in “The 
Great Ziegfeld,” developed her por- 
trayal of O-Lan without reading 
Mrs. Buck’s novel. She made 
many visits to Chinatown in Los 
Angeles, spent some time in the 
Chinese settlement in San Fran- 
cisco and was incessantly with 
Chinese women éxtras during the 
filming. Muni, whose “Story of 
Louis Pasteur“ won him the prize, 
also devoted intensive study to his 
role. 

Highlights of the production are 
scenes of famine, revolution and a 
locust plague, which comes not from 
China but from Utah.

Broadcast Wednesday. 


The campaign for funds to help 
support the St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra next season will be under- 
way this week, with the drive of 


the special gifts committee to be- 
gin tomorrow and the other solicit- 
ing groups prepared to start with 
a civic concert and radio broadcast 
at Municipal Auditorium Wednes- 
day evening. 

Campaign headquarters reported 
that the Symphony office has been 
rushed to fill orders for the 

Wednesday evening performance, 
and that it was considering the 
plan of limiting applicants to two 
tickets each, as 7000 applications, 
twice the capacity of the Audi- 
torium, have been received, One 
hour of the program vill be broad- 
cast from five stations in the St. 
Louis area. 

The organization of individual 
soliciting units has been complet- 
ed, it was announced, and more 
than 500 volunteers will be in the 
field when the drive is launched. 

Note has been made of the in- 
creasing interest in the expansion 
of the orchestra program, proposed 
for 1937-38.

House propaganda. A correspond- 
ent guilty of breaking a White 
House confidence would be pun- 
ished by his colleagues, but it is 
obviously impossible for the corre- 
spondents to discipline the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

This incident is the latest and 
most specific illustration of the 
one-sided character into which the 
White House press conferences 
have evolved. 

The advantages are overwhelm- 
ingly on the side of the President, 
In the first place, it is now and 
then officially declared that while 
questions may be asked concern- 
ing a definite topic, Mr. Roosevelt 
will decline to answer-them. Thus, 
during the last presidential cam- 
paign the President refused to 
answer any: question relating to 
his attitude toward amendments 
of the Constitution. 

Secondly, the President may, 
and sometimes does, escape from 
answering pertinent queries by 
resorting to the expedient of de- 
claring that his replies are “off 
the record.“ This plea debars the 


| correspondents from making any 


use whatsoever of his responses. 

Thirdly, he may and frequently 
does avail himself of the privi- 
lege of returning vague and in- 
definite replies: The correspond- 
ents are forced in effect to ac- 
cept.sueh evasions as final, for 
they have no effective means for 
inducing the President to change 
the nature of his answers. At last

Recently he discussed with a 
group of Senators the need for such 
a law. He used the General Motors 
strike as an illustration of the help- 
yessness of the Government in the 
face of a prolonged industrial dis- 
pute. He intimated that such a law 
as he has suggested in this and 
other conversations would not, of 
course, be upheld by the present Su- 
preme Court. 

Organized Labor Against It. 

While the President may gain 
some support in the Senate by this 
device, it will not help him with or- 
ganized labor. Both John L. Lewis, 
chairman of the Committee for In- 
dustrial Organization, and William 
Green, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, in statements 
to the Post-Dispatch today declared 
their opposition to compulsory ar- 
bitration in any form. Although 
both labor leaders have taken a 
stand in favor of the President's 
Supreme Court proposal, they left 
no doubt that they would work 
against any effort to obtain com- 
pulsory arbitration. 

“I do not favor compulsory arbi- 
tration,” Lewis said. “To begin 
with, I do not think it would be 
possible to draft a law that the 
courts would uphold. Under com- 
pulsory arbitration an award 
would have the force of law. On 
the one hand, the workers could 
be compelled to return to work by 
law: on the other hand, enforce- 
ment of the law might mean the 
compulsory liquidation of a busi- 
ness. A law of that nature is in- 
conceivable.” 5 

We would be unalterably op- 

posed to compulsory arbitration, | 
either by legislation or otherwise,” 
Green declared. 
The A. F. of L. head came out 
opposition to the proposal made 
by Secretary of Labor Perkins at 
the time of the General Motors 
strike that Congress pass legisla- 
tion giving to the Labor Depart- 
ment the power to subpena prin- 
cipals in labor disputes. 

Supreme Court Decision of 1926. 

The United States Supreme Court 
by a unanimous decision written 
by Justice Van Devanter and 
handed down in 1925, held the Kan- 
as Industrial Relations act uncon- 
stitutional. The act created @ court 
of industrial relations to arbitrate 
wage disputes. 

The United States Supreme Court 
held that the power to fix wages 
granted to the Court of Industrial 
Relations was an abridgement of the 
freedom of contract, a property 
nent implied in the “due process” 
clause of the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment. Five of the present Jus- 
ices were on the Supreme bench 
in 1925. Chief Justice Hughes and 
Justices Roberts, Stone and Cardozo 
were not. 

The Court of Industrial Relations 
had jurisdiction over certain indus- 
tries, mining and transportation, all 
of which the act declared to be so 
affected with a public interest that 
strikes and other conflicts should 
Bot be allowed to interfere with 
their functioning, The law was 
utterly opposed by labor. i 
In 1921 in defiance of an injunc- 
tion Alexander Howatt, leader of 
the United Mine Workers in Kansas 
at that time, called a strike. He

Since the lira 
was depreciated 40.93 per cent, Oct. 
5 last, the present gold reserve rep- 
resents about three-fifths the re- 
serve of a year and a half ago but 
approximately the same coverage, 
and may have roughly the same 
internal purchasing power.

The first- 
comers, forming the front two 
lines, are able to see the President 
and make note of his gestures and 
expression; the less fortunate can 
merely hear his voice. The ‘corre- 
spondents all stand, and no one is 
permitted to smoke except the Pres- 


ident. In his left hand he brand 


ishes a long black holder, contain- 
ing an ignited cigarette, 
Knicknacks and Trivialities. 
Mr. Roosevelt’s desk is littered 
with an-astonishing array of knick- 
nacks. There are two China pigs 
with red ears, two triumphant 
donkeys and one dejected cotton ele- 
phant, with bent and defeated head. 
Other articles. of decoration or util- 
ity include a case of pink roses, a 
thermos bottle for ice water, 
chronometer clocks, a bronze ash 
tray, a stand for pens and a rack 
for lead pencils, wire baskets for 
papers, a leather-bound calendar, a 
hand-set telephone, numerous mem- 
orandum pads and several orna- 
ments modeled after steering wheels 
of ships. On a shelf at his left 
herd five or six festive Democratic 
donkeys, caparisoned in scarlet.

System Created by Wilson. 

The system of press conferences 
was inaugurated by President -Wil- 
son, who, because of the presence 
of foreign correspondents, was com- 
pelled to discontinue them after the 
outbreak of the war. Mr. Wilson 
used the method of oral questions 


and answers. 


The system was renewed by Pres- 
ident Harding, himself a newspaper 
man, who began with something 
of the free and easy footing with 
reporters that is practiced by Mr. 


Roosevelt; but during the 


conference of 1921-22, Mr. Harding | 
was so unfortunate as to reply to a 
question in a sense opposite to that 
in which the matter was understood 
at the State Department. Thereafter 
he directed that all questions at 
press conferences should be submit- 


ted in advance in writing. 


To this plan Presidents Coolidge 
and Hoover adhered. Under the 
former, the correspondents, suspect- 
ing that their queries were “edited” 
by the President’s secretaries and 
that some of them never reached 
him, hit on the plan of using dif- 
ferently colored papers, so that they 
could tell whether their interroga- 
tions were in Mr. Coolidge’s hands, 
Even if they. were, the President 
often ignored them.

ENTLY and grace- 
fully as a dancer, the 


slender youth kept. 


the 1200-pound black 
bull passing and re- 
passing with mathe- 
matical exactness on 
first one side and 
then the other. His 
slight figure was 
sculptured against the ground-shak- 
ing mass of savage flesh as the folds 
of the red muleta, flowing from the 
delicate fingers, guided the desperate 
charges. The young matador fairly 
held the thundering beast to him like 
a conscious partner in a_ beautiful 
„dance of death.“ The wrong step, or 
perhaps just a break in the form and 
rhythm, meant the gleaming horns 
would find the mark they sought. 
There was no perceptible change in 
the timing of the harmonious move- 
ments even when the tip of one horn 
grazed the youth’s forehead. Blood 
trickled down, obscuring his vision 
and staining his shirt front. A rag of 
flesh hung over the right eye. Never- 
theless, he pivoted so close to the 
horns as they swept by again that the 
crowd arose as one person. Outward- 
ly he was calm. Inwardly he feared 
that his first attempt to kill a bull was 
going to be his last. 4 feeling of 
rage swept over him. The matador, 
anyway you took it, had blood in his 
eye. : 
The bull rushed and the youth 
poised. He swung his left hand across 
his body, using the muleta to draw 
the animal's head to the right while 
he himself swayed to the left and 
slipped out over the animals right 
horn. Simultaneously, the sword in 
his right hand was buried to the hilt 
between the great shoulders of the 
hulking beast. Head bowed; legs 


spread wide apart in a last effort to 


remain standing, the bull toppled over 
dead. it had been a perfect thrust to 
the heart. 

The buzzing in the matador’s head 
gave way to a confused sound like 
that of a distant tempest. Pushing 
back the hanging strip of flesh, he 
smiled in a half-embarrassed manner 
at the roaring crowd in the stands. 
No ovation that Juan Belmonte, then 
18, ever received has thrilled him as 
much as the one he drew that July day 
in 1910 when he helped dedicate the 
bull ring at Ei Arahal, he concludes in 
his autobiography, Juan Belmonte: 
Killer of Bulls,“ just published dy 
Doubleday, Doran and Company. 

He went on from success after suc- 
cess to such supremacy that his rela- 
tion to Spain's national sport was as 
Goya's to art and Cervantes’ to litera- 
ture. There were times though when 
the spectators jeered Belmonte and 
times when the horns and hoofs in- 
flicted injuries. Belmonte, who re- 
tired in 1935, tells of them, as well as 
of his squalid childhood days, without 
attempting to gloss over anything. 

Eldest of 11 children, he was born 
April 14, 1892 in the slums of Seville. 
His grandfather left the family one of 
those small shops thet sells all dee 
ner of oddments. Its meager 
kept body and soul together. pn 
became a scrambling, squalling putter- 


snipe, stealing from stall keepers and 
working for his bread before he saw 


1 
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reputation as a street corner torero. 
It was a natural result of practicing 
passes on anything that came to hand 
dogs, chairs, carriages or cyclists.

Even now, Belmonte says that he 
only had a kind of diffused aspiration 
toward something which his vacitiat- 
ing temperament could not make up 
its mind to define.

roundings, because it amused me 
because with the cape in my pe 58 I, 
who was such a small and insignificant 
person with a vast inferiority complex, 
felt myself so much superior to the 
older boys who were e ‘strong- 
er than 1. 

ND it was a fact that nearly all 
the boys in Belmonte’s gang 
™ were stronger than he. Yet Bel- 
monte soon became their leader on the 
nights when they left their clothes on 
one side of the Guadalquivir and swam 
to the other side in search of bulla—or 
even just cows—to fight. Naked, the 
youths climbed fences or broke into 
pens to practice in moonlight or dark- 
ness on any animal that showed spirit 
until the watchman chased them away, 
Occasionally they found an animal so 
spirited that no one but Beimente 
would try passes with it.

URING the Civil 
War, Truman Homer, 
then city engineer, 
proposed the digging 
of a sewer to drain 
the Southern and Ar- 
senal districts.

Driving his rickety wagon 
through those hills Ulysses Grant had, 
years earlier, mused the victories he 
was now winning. And passeraby took 
him for a dreamer and a ne’er do well. 
That Truman Homer subsequently 
changed his mind about that sewer 
was unfortunate. The streets he'd in- 
tended to drain later became regularly 
pestered by floods, partly due to the 
lack of such a sewer, partly to certain 
absurdities of the city plan. 

About a year ago they began dig- 
ging the Southern-Arsenal relief sew- 
er, largest of a series of long deferred 
drainage improvements. The hoists, 
sheds and scaffolds that jutted up like 
grotesque peg-legged mushrooms on 
the street corners roused little curios- 
lity. To the general public these struc- 
tures had the same dreary insig- 
nificance such projects always have. 
Nothing could, on the face of it, have 
amore uniformly deadly lack of imag- 
inative appeal than the digging of a 
sewer.

the Flying 
Stunt Men. 


By GENE AUSTIN 


IKE other rare 
birds, a stunt man 
has to be born, not 
made. He has to 
have something in 
the blood that 
makes him cfrasy 
for excitement and yet keeps him 
cool when it’s happening. He has 
to like the idea of living on the 
edge of his grave all the days of 
his life. If he doesn’t actually, 
really, deep down inside himself 
like it, he won’t be able to stand 
the gaff. A man can’t go on day 
after day shocking his nervous 
system into a St. Vitus dance un- 
less he’s built eo that that kind of 
dance appeals to him more than 
the rhumba. 

They tell me you can’t shake an 
actor loose from his acting. He 
makes an entrance even through a 
subway door, even if the guard’s 
foot is blasting against the small 
of his back and a gale of garlic is 
blowing down his neck and the 
guy in front is squashing his ribs 
into a beef stew. That’s because 
he’s born that way and that’s the 
way he is and go fight city hall. 
Well, you can't stop a stunt man 
from stunting. The actor who 
shaves with flourishes and grace 
and eclat and emotion in the pri- 
vacy of his bathroom when nobody 
at all is looking has nothing at 
all on the stunt man who goes 
out and breaks his neck for the 
fun of it and when he isn’t paid 
to do it. It’s happened before. It’s 
happened many times. It'll hap- 
pen as long as stunt men get born. 

Myself, I’m pretty much busi- 
nesslike about the business and 
when I go up alone I always have 
to soothe the better half of my 
nature with the statement that 
what I am doing is rehearsing. As 
a matter of fact, it’s a good ex- 
cuse because it’s pretty nearly 
true. The best stunt I ever had in 
my bag came to me one lazy after- 
noon when I was up in the air 
with nothing to worry about ex- 
cept how next to shock myself into 
a state of nervous palsy. That 
was the Three Turtles idea and 
we toured the country with it for 
years. Perhaps you have seen it 
—three planes tied together with 
one-inch rope, taking off together, 
looping together, coming down to- 
gether. Lasying up there in the 
warm sun over an earth blistered 
white by the pour of sunlight, I 
thought, Well, now, that’s some- 
thing. Now there's a stunt that'll 
make every inch of the flight plen- 
ty exciting. * a dull mo- 
ment.“ 

So I called up Lem Povey—a 
hardshelled nut that boy is, all 
right — and he said, That sure 
sounds like an afternoon at the 
matinee,“ and we got another fel- 
low and started practicing our 
timing. Timing’s the point of the 
stunt and the real ticklish part of 
it is when you come in for the 
landing. There are no two pilote 
on earth that make a landing in 
exactly the same way. Now there 
had to be three. . 

E REHEARSED the stunt 

plenty before springing it 

and once Lem pulled the 
plane in half when he dunked in 
an air pocket and I had to bail out 
and twice one or the other of us 
slewed sideways on the landing 
and pulled the others of us into a 
load of lumps and bruises and a 
plane repair bill. But once we 
got it down, we had something to 
keep us in bread and butter for 
along time. And never a dull 
moment, Never a humdrum sec- 
ond because if it wasn’t a bump it 
might be a pocket, and if it wasn't 
either it might be a conked motor 
with no chance to glide out of it. 
If anything went wrong up there, 


one ie paying to watch.. I remem- 
ber one time in 1933 when we 
were all down in Miami to com- 
pete in the ‘All-American Air 
Races for cake money. Roy Hunt 
famous for his consecutive out- 
side loops and quite a card him- 
self in the air—went up for a lit- 
tle tune-up hop in his specially de- 
signed plane, Butterfingers. Lem 
watched him stroll around among 
the clouds over the airport and 
got a little itchy and had the boys | 
roll out his clip wing Waco.

A word about the purpose of 
the relief sewer. It drains an 
area of about 1600 acres, only 
tiny square compared to the huge 
River des Peres district, which 
stretches from Easton and Hodia- 
mont avenues to the river front 
suburb of Luxembourg. The Riv- 
er des Peres drainage system is 
much larger and more complex, 
but it lies near the surface and its 
huges pipes are an altogether dif- 


‘ferent type of construction. The 


whole sewage system of St. Louis 
leads directly into the Mississippi. 
There is no plant to purify it, and 
the amount of water that drains 
out of the city is the only circu- 
lating and diluting medium. But 
so much water passes through the 
city that such a tunnel as the 
Southern-Arsenal always has a 
fairly strong current.
